5. It -is clear that should JCUUNKHAh be informed at this point of the 

KUSNCH case: a) HUENCH might lose his job; b )UFSWIN*G 1 s present operation 

against the KfS and HCiEH&i could well be blown; and c) any possible use of 
MUENCH against the MfS would be out of the question. Naturally, we realize 
that KUBAHK has a responsibility to USAFK in protecting its interests at 
fading and therefore must be cut in on i.he case at somo point, KUBAfiK also, 
has a responsibility to UK! WING in trying to preserve thoir operational 
equities.

priority interests. Certainly there should be no ouestion that KUBaRK in 
putting USAFS’o interests in Jeopardy for the advantage of ths host intelligence 
service. Itathsr, soe it as a matter of timing and forestalling precip- 
itous action which could voll damage the interests of all. Higher level 
authority only io oapsble of uccurutoly J-udgin^these^inte rests.

In this izustanoe, 
however, it was stated that personal history data conoeming MUENCH did not, 
in our opinion, fall into auch a category, especially since had we referred 
the matter to USAFE before authorised release, the operation probably would 
have been stillborn and UPSWING'S interests seriously jeopardized. In 
fairness, to i . it should nevertheless be said that his understanding and 
acceptance of our reasoning cannot be' oonatrued as q post facto approval by 
J 8 INDENT — an approval which JBINOENT could not grant anyway. 

8. As soon, as &REIMER returns from leave, ws expect to be able to 
obtain several more details. Meanwhile, COS comments are requested.
